Farms While in School 


While studying vocational agricul- 


ture in high school, Farrow rented 
27 3-4 acres on which he produced 
cotton, corn, oats, sorghum, peas, soy 
beans, Irish potatoes, sweet potatoes, 
peanuts and pop corn. With what he 
earned in vocational work, he pur- 
chased three hogs ,two mules, two 
dairy cattle, 25 hens and a horse. He 
built up his father's herd from four 
to 31 cows. 


Farrow was the first farmer In his 


section to terrace his hUl.-iandnto.save 
the soil and to build up fertility by 
rotation of crops. Ho helped organize 


fjl an agricultural credit corporation in 


which he is a stockholder. 


He has served as president of the

'"•SANTE FE, N.'M.—ffl3)!—The'name 
of Curtis Cannon, member of the Ar- 
kansas House of Representatives, was 
brought into* the trial of 10 defendants 
charged with lottery conspiracy Tues- 
day for the first time. 


Cannon is under federal indictment 


with the men on a charge of vTolating 
postal laws. 


The Arkansas legislator, government 


attorneys represpted, 
took. , some 


sweepstakes tickets from El; Paso, -to 
the East Texas oil fields, was' the lot- 
tery agent for Arkansas and had tak- 
en tickets from Texas to Phoenix, Ari.. 
where he expressed them back to the 
International Sweepstakes office in El 
Paso under the name of C. C. Cole- 
man. 


Mention of Cannon's name also 


brought forth the first prolonged at- 
tempt of defense attorneys to combat 
federal testimony. Attorney Reed Hol- 
loman contended the government had 
been unable to prove that Cannon 
ever had sold tickets, had ever trans- 
ported across state lines, or had ever 
used the mails, express or telegraph 
communication with the sweepstake 
office. 


In cross examination of witnesses, 


Hollowan attempted to show that Can- 
non did not know he had been listed 
on the Sweepstakes Association books 
as the Arkansas agent. 


R. T. Ames, Department of Justice 


agent from Oklahoma City, said that 
Cannon admitted to him that he had 
taken some sweepstakes tickets in a 
suitecase from El Paso to Phoenix, but 
said he "did so without intent to vio- 
late federal laws," and that in Phoenix 
he gave the tickets to a C. C. Cole- 
man, who called and asked for them. 


Federal Agent Colvin said the gov- 


ernment had searched for "Coleman" 
but had been unable to find that such 
a person existed.

WASHINGTON.—C'ne of the. basic 


reasons for the trouble between Japa- 
nese and Chinese in Manchuria is the 
unattractive but quite useful little soy 
bean. 


The "Battle of the Bean," as this 


dispute between the two nations might 
be termed, is being waged for con- 
trol of the most productive soy bean 
land irt the world. This section is 
made up of 365,000 square miles in 
Mukden and west of Harbin, where 
the fighting has been going on. 


To China and Japan the soy bean 


industry is as important as wheat and 
cotton are in the United States. Ill" 
the Manchurian section 80 per cent of 
the soy beans of the world are grown. 
About 75 per cent of the annual crop 
of fr,{XMMXN> tons of .beans and bean 
products, grown largely by Chinese 
on Manchunanspil, 13 shipped out of 
this section. 
*• 


,i While most of i the-beans are grown 
by Chinese farmers, Japanese business 
men h&ndle the majority of the expor- 
tation a$d commercial utilization of 
the crop, Some-Russians are interest- 
ed in the trade also. 


Railroad Is Key to Control 


Because? of this'situation, the South 


Manchurian Railway, the main means 
of transporting the beans out of Man- 
churiav is the line along Which both 
nations are struggling. 


At present Japan controls the rail- 


way, which runs north from Dairen 
in-the Kwantung Peninsula into the 
heart of Manchuria. The only other 
method of transportation is the Chi- 
nese Eastern Railway, controlled by 
Russian interests, and part of the 
Trans-Siberian system, which crosses 
central Manchuria to reach Vladivos- 
tok on the Pacific coast. 


During the last 20 years whole fam- 


ilies of Chinese farmers have swarm- 
ed into the region between the Liao, 
Ninno and the Sungari rivers because 
of th rich agricultural resources of the 
territory. In 1927 alone more than 
1,175,000 people migrated into Man- 
churia from northern and central 
China. 


A few Japanese have also taken

All-Around Food 


The bean is important because of its 


high food value. The plants them- 
selves are used for stock feed and for 
fertilizer. Meal from the bean makes 
breakfast food, macaroni, crackers and 
flour. 


They contain from 15 to 18 per cent 


oil, which is,used for making soaps, 
explosives, glycerin, enamels, paints, 
varnishes, toilet powders, linoleum, 
celluloid, inks and many other pro- 
ducts. 


The dried beans are often processed 


for various forms of food ,such as 
soups, coffee substitute, baked'beans 
and soy /sauce. They produce a veg- 
etable milk that is sold in bottles m 
China, and are sometimes made- into 
cheese and candy. The green beans 
themselves are.an excellent vegetable. 


Thre are hundred^ of varieties of 


th ebeans, 'bu tfor commrcial use the 
yellow is the most important in Man- ! 
chtiria. Among all of China's exports 
in 1929, beans and bean products rank- 
ed fiist, being valued at more than 
$145,000,000 and comprising 18 per cent 
of the total exports of the country. 


Throughout Manchuria oil mills are 


found 
in almost every town. Oil 


crush-stone mills are common, but 
they are being supplanted by hydrau- 
lic, steam and gasoline plants, with 
much of their equipment being made 
in the United States. 


Waste for Fertilizer 


"When the oil has been extracted 


from .the beans, the. residue is press- 
ed into large, round, flat bean cakes, 
which are used for fodder and fertil- 
izer. About 85 per cent of the bean 
cakes made in Manchuria are shipped 
to Japan to fertilize rice and mulberry 
fields. Most of the remaining cakes 
go to Russia. 
Japanese in Manchuria have devel- 


oped special facilities for handling the 
bean trade. The South Manchurian 
Railway has for years been fostering 
agricultural experiment 
stations ' to 


find new uses for the beans. 


The railway operates warehouses for 


storage and modern oil mills for re- 
fining the products. At Dairen, the 
southern terminal of the road, special 
wharves have been constructed1. Most

Eggs This Winter 


Home Prepared Ration Is 


Recommended for 


Farm Consumption 


The cost of producing eggs this 


winter can be reduced 3 ot 5 cents 
per dozen, slates G. W. Knox, Jr., 
Extension poultryman, University, of 
Arkansas College of Agriculture.-flZhis 
can be done by Using home-grown and 
home-mixed rations in feeding the 
laying hens. 


Al the present lime a home-grown, 


home-mixed laying mash can be pre- 
pared for around 51.10 per 100 pounds. 
A scratch feed can be mixed for $1.00 
per 100 pounds. Figuring 6 pounds of 
feed for each dozen eggs produced on 
a home-mixed-feed the cost would be 
6.3 cents per dozen, while on a com- 
mercial feed the cost would be 10.8 
cents per dozen eggs. 


Corn, of which all farmers have a 


good supply, can be used to make up 
50 per cent of the ration for laying 
hens. There arc several methods of 
feeding hens for egg production. One 
of the simplest ways to keep grain, 
which can be 200 pounds of corn to 
100 pounds of wheat, before the hens 
at all times in a trough or hopper and 
to give them milk to drink in place of 
water, with plenty of grit and oyster 
shell. This method of feeding is sim- 
ple and' will give good results..

The other method of feeding hens 


for egg production consists of feed- 
ing all mash. This type of feeding 
requires that all grain be ground, 
mixed and placed in hoppers before 
the hens. . 


Of these three types of feeding, the 


method of feeding grain and mash 
is the most popular.

astray. The Commission has only reflected the tremendous 
swing of public opinion against the f ederalization program in 
education—and being aware that the tide cannot be stemmed, 
they Sre willing to take, if not a Cabinet Member with full 
powers, then a Cabinet Member with "advisory" powers, 
whose office may be expanded at some later and more fav- 
orable day.

The tenacity with which extremists among our public 


educators cling to this idea of a federal system is explained 
by the natural drift of the functions of the state governments 
toward the larger and more powerful central government. 
But where one such drift has been beneficial, another has 
proved harmful—and all have contributed to that parallelism 
in federal and state activities by which the taxpayers have 
been loaded down with obsolete bureaus and useless expense.

Gradually we are 
coding to appreciate the necessity of averaging-Up district 
and county school revenues so that financially the schools 
operate as a state-wide unit. The State Revolving Fund is 
contributing valuable assistance toward this end. 


But to visualize .the schools of America operating as a 


natioh-wide unit* one has to cross the dangerous line between 
state' and federal governments, and conflicting sectional 
tradition. There are some people, of course, who would like 
to see all Americans poured into one mould, ^peaking tne 
same identical idiom, and wearing the same inflexible na- 
tional manner that tight little European CoUntries^are sup- 
posed to. They are, in brief, the. sort of people who would 
have Carried an armload of dog-Latin back-to the River liber 
and forced it down the throats of the Romans.

Life Tenner I« Authority

Canary Bird* 


FORT LEAVENWORTH, Knn.-In 


tho federal penitentiary' here to which 
Al and Ralph Capone, Chicago gang- 
sters, have just been sentenced for In- 
come tnx frauds there lives n twice- 
convicted' murderer who Is finding 
new joys in life. 


For Robert Slroud, life convict and 


world authority on the breeding and 
diseases of canaries, may continue to 


, listen to the warbling trill of his birds. 


Stroud has won a long battle with 
prison authorities dyer whether he 
should continue to raise the canaries 
for sale, in his solitary confinement 
cell. 


A loophole has boon found in a re- 


. cent order which prohibited federal 


prisoners 
from 
transacting business 


with the outside world. The govern- 
mental ruling' was followed by n storm 
of protests from persons who had be- 
come interested in America's strang- 
est convict. Mrs. Elizabeth Stroud, 
71-year-old mother of the slayer, led 
the tight to have the government re- 
scind its order on tho grounds that 
her son's canary business provides 
her with her sole menus of support. 


"•While prison authorities did not find 


it expedient to rescind the order, they 
did nue that proceeds 'from the sale 
of the/ canaries could be placed in tho 
prison-fund1, and that Stroud could be 
paic) a salary for raising them. 


The story of Slroud and his canaries 


is one to put Dr. Jekcll and Mr. Hyde 
to shame for contrasts in a single 
man's character. 


When he was 18, ho pleaded guilty 


to the slaying of n rival for the af- 
fections of 
;> woman of 40, and 
was 


sentenced to 12 years in prison. With- 
in a month after his arrival at the 
McNeil Island Penitentiary in Wash- 
ington ho slabbed a fellow prisoner 
and six months more was added to his 
term. 


Stroud was then transfon-od to Port 


Leaven wort li. Kansas, and for three 
years was a mr.del prisoner. He obey- 
ed the prison rules and added to his 
meager earlier ecUicalion by 
taking 


correspondence school courses in rhet- 
oric, music and drawing. There can 
be no doubt, that he showed unusual 
talent in ail thruc. 


And then, just as it seemed that 


Stroud had determined 
to 
salvage 


himself from the human scrapheap, he 
killed his second man. Robert Turner, 
prison guard, was his victim. 
The 


guard1 was slain by a stab from a table 
knife; rnd after two'rnistrinls, the con- 
vict was sentenced to hang. 


'As his mother spent her last penny 


in an effort to s;iva him from the gal* 
lows, Stroud played checkers as he 
listened to the carpenters build the 
gallows on whcih he was to hang. 


Finally, on the eve of hls^xecution, 


President -.Wilscfe Bteaufi Jus .mother's, 
plea and commuted ;his;scntencie to life; 
imprisonment irt solittfry confinement. 


Apparently as undaunted by this 


turn of events he had been when there 
seemed little hope for his life, Stroud 
began painting pictures and selling 
them for his mother's support. But

his eyes began to fall, and Stroud once 
more faced life which might become 
no more than day after day of staring 
at four blank prison walls. 


Then one day when Stroud was 


"getting his exercise" in the prison 
yard he caught two young sparrows 
who were in the yard. He took them 
to his cell, taught them to "play dead" 
at his conunand and conceived the 
idea of raising canaries in prison. A 
fhort time later, he was in the canary 
business in earnest. 


Again he was apparently balked 


when his canaries began dying by the 
dozens from diseases. And again he 
found a way out. He discovered rem- 
edies for these diseases, and his dis- 
coveries wore hailed with delight by 
bird-lovers in all parts of the world. 
He wrote articles for the leading pet- 
bird publications, the readers little 
dreaming that the author of these 
scientific treaties on bird disease rem- 
edy and prevention was a lifer in soli- 
tary confinement in Fort Leavenworth 
penitentiary. 


His business grew and his profits 


increased. Although there 
seemed 


little possibility of his ever leaving 
prison, he had1 found a way to pro- 
vide for hia-rnother, and a work'which. 
,he found- Intensely infer^stigg. >, 
•• v, 


Then catne "'the government' order 


which meant, in effect, that Stroud 
would have to give up his canaries 
and his magazine articles. But the 
convict's story was too well known 
by this time for his case to go un- 


noticed. 


Organizations familiar with his work, 


and-with the plight his mother would 
find herself in if Stroud1 were com- 
pelled to quit tho canary business, got 
busy and official 
Washington 
was 


bombarded by protests'. It is said that 
one or two United States senators in- 
terested themselves in the case and 
joined their voices to the others de- 
crying what they termed1 "a needless 
blow to a man who had already suf- 
fered most of the tortures of the 
damned."

sorghum may be substituted for sugar 
and thus save the small amount of 
cash for things which are more nec- 
essary.

one can use for a growing family as 
it contains the body building sub- 
stances, calcium or line, iron nnd vita- 
mins besides the sugar which merely 
produces energy. It is easy to substi- 
tute sorghum for sugar in cakes nnd 
puddings. Here are a few recipes for 
calces and cookies which 
arc much 


more healthful, especially for chil- 
dren, than rich cakes, puddings, or 
pastry.

Molasses Cake 


1 cup sorghum 
, 


% cup fat 
1 egg 
J/4-cup sour milk 
% cup finely chopped nuts 
2 cups flour 
1 teaspoon salt 
1 teaspoon cinnamon

1 teaspoon baking powder. 
Mix well together the fat, molasses, 


egg and sour milk. Mix and sift to- 
gether the flour, salt, cinnamon, soda 
and baking powder. Combine the two 
mixtures and beat to a smooth batter. 
Pour into a ereased and floured pun 
to about 1 inch think and sprinkle 
over with chopped nuts. Bake about 
30 minutp« in a viodevntp o"cn.
